2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (abstract: figures 1-3): 

a rest (34) for use in a vehicle comprising a housing (78, 80) having a sloping upper 
face (82) and means for adjusting the position of the housing (78, 80) relative to the 
vehicle. 

Similar objection is raised on the basis of documents D3, D4, D5, D6, or D7 in place 
ofD1. 

3 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 3-11 

Dependent claims 3-1 1 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 

4 DEPENDENT CLAIM 2 

The combination of the features of dependent claim 2 is neither known from, nor 
rendered obvious by, the available prior art. 
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
